TBBS BBS (The Bread Board System Bulletin Board System) 
has moved. The New phone number to call is 345-3991. The 

system is in operation 24 hours a day, seven days a week, and 
can accept calls at 300, 1200 and 2400 BAUD. Also, a number 
of new features have been added as of late. 

A regular feature on TBBS is the ARRL RTTY bulletin, which 
is updated weekly; Although it does have a bit of American 
"flavour" to it, it is quite interesting to read about the 
latest happenings in Amateur Radio as well, as propogation and 
Sattelite information is included as part of the bulletin. 

Many thanks to Arnold, VE3JAA and his Micropatch for this 
weekly info. 

The W5YI report, which is frequently quoted as the 

‘source for news items in the major magazines ( 73, 

Ham Radio, ETC.) is occasionally available from Ed, VE3KRP, 
There is some expense involved in obtaining this information, 
so it is not a regular feature, but when it is available, it 
does make for interesting reading. 

A new information file, the CRRL Bulletin will also 
be available in the very near future (if it is not already on), 
Skip receives this information via the mail man, and reads 
it on the northwestern ontario phone net. Arrangements have been 
made to make this information available on TBBS as well. 

As Amateur Badio Operators, we even qualify for special 
treatment on TBBS. There is a portion of the board which is 
dedicated to Amateur Radio and Short Wave Listening.

As well you can see what 
the Editor has to say in his weekly column "The Editor 
Speaks". If you whish, you can forward comments or questions 
to him, and if you are really brave, you can have an 
"Article" published.
